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Ponca Tribal Opioid Response 
Program

Addiction is a medical condition. 
The Ponca Tribe’s Opioid Response 

Program combines Medication-Assisted 
Treatment (MAT) with Therapy and Case 
Management services to give you a holistic 
approach to freedom from opioids. 

Behavioral Health and Medical staff 
work together to help those with Opioid 
Use Disorder overcome the burdens of 
addiction and return to a life worth living.

MAT uses FDA-approved Suboxone to 
effectively reduce the severity of opioid 
withdrawal symptoms—bringing relief in 
an hour or less to most patients. 

Once stabilized, patients can think 
more clearly and address their emotional, 
physical and spiritual needs. The Behavioral 
Health team walks alongside patients with 
support and skills coaching every step of 
the way—helping patients build a solid 
foundation for a healthier life.
